I had to blink away a tear or so myself—an emotional 
joy over a family th a t could appreciate a fellow-being so sterling and so 
true. 
Nearly every day has its small sorrows and disappointments, its sh a t­ 
tered illusions and defeated p lan s- but. also, each day has its joys, its tri­ 
umphs and its glorious thrills. 
We m ust cultivate a mind th a t becomes 
selective. Through it. like a sieve, flows the knowledge th a t there is ever 
the good and the bad. But that which uplifts and enriches is always the 
good. 
The highway of life has. like the highways of the land, one oft-recur­ 
ring sign—Keep RIGHT!
